Prices Which Still Rule Lower.

by the feeling that prices hare not yet 
fully reflected the cnacgiug relation 
between supply and demand.

$11.50, Birmingham, for No. 2 foundry 
being the lowest authenticated price 
reported. There has been a good deal 
of cutting below the price, and $11.75 
is well established.
